BRISTOW TAKES FLING 


Kansas Senator Makes an Attack on 


Owens, Charging Him With Fa- 


voring Banks, Before Fi- 


nal Vote on Confer- 


ence Report.

Washington, 
Dec. 
23.—The confer- 


ence report on the administration 
cur- 


rency bill was approved by the senate 
by a vote of 43 to 25. 
As the house 


already 
had 
approved 
it there re- 


mained only the signature of the vice- 
president and the speaker to complete 
the measure for President 
Wilson's 


signature. Three republicans and Sen- 
ator Poindexter, 
progressive, 
joined 


the democrats voting for the bill in 
its final form. 
The republicans were: 


Senators 
Jones, Norris and Weeks. 


The passage of the report was greeted 
with little demonstration. 


Washington, Dec. 23.—When the sen- 
ate finished with the currency bill con- 
gress will recess until January 12. 
The Christmas holiday will be the 
first the tired legislators 
have had 
since April 1, when President Wilson 
called them together in extra session 
to tackle the tariff and currency prob- 
lem. The house before adjourning last 
night agreed to the joint resolution for 
such a recess and the senate leaders 
were prepared to adopt it today. 
Six o'clock tonight _w;as the hour 
set for White House officials for Presi- 
dent Wilson to sign the currency bill. 
Five hours later the president plans to 
leave for Pass Christian, Mississippi, 
for a three weeks' vacation. 
Senator Owen and 
Representative 
Glass, co-authors of the bill, members 
.of the congressional banking commit- 
tee leaders in congress, were invited 
to attend the ceremony. The president 
will sign the bill with two gold pens 
and present one to Senator Owen and 
the other to 
Representative 
Glass. 
The president had a cabinet session 
today and exchanged Christmas greet- 
ings with his official family. 
When the senate debate began under 
the agreement to vote by 2:30 this 
afternoon Senator Bristow, one of the 
republicans of the banking committee 
who had been denied admittance to 
the deliberations of the 
democratic 
conferees, led off with an attack say- 
ing he proposed to express his opin- 
ion where they would get into the 
permanent records. 
The agreement placing the secre- 
tary of the treasury, secretary of ag- 
riculture and comptroller of the cur- 
rency on, the committee to organise 
the new system, he declared, was a 
move to bring the whole system under 
political control. 
Arrangements for debate 
provided 
that Senators 
Bristow, 
Nelson and 
other republicans who would oppose 
the conference agreement would have 
about three hours to talk. 
Senator 
Bristow 
declared he .be- 
lieved Senator Owen had excluded him 
from the conference for fear he would 
join some of the democrats against 
Owea'% "pet measures." 
"I* .was done because he knew he 
could "not control ray vote," cried Mr. 
Bristqw, "as he could not control the 
Vo|e*^bT somfe of his/democratic col- 
lea~gfies" -in the interests 
of 
crtain 
great banking interests that have a 
hand throughout in framing this bill. 
The senator from Oklahoma has ac- 
cepted the' most offensive provision of 
the Aldrich bill and has covered them 
with- a mask to deceive the people." 
Senator 
Owen 
declared 
Senator 
Bristow had been excluded from the 
deliberations of the democrats because 
they did not want their conference to 
"become a debating society." 
"If the senator from Kansas thinks 
lie can split the democratic party to 
suit his own convenience and change 
his policies as he desires, he is mis- 
taken," said Mr., Owen. "He tried it 
in .the banking committee and failed." 
"My allegation is that this bill has 
been drawn in the 
interest 
of the 
bank," continued 
Senator 
Bristow. 
"that the senator from Oklahoma is 
largely interested in banking, that the 
profits derived from this system by 
the banks he is interestd in will add 
directly to his personal fortune and 
that he has voted to increase from 5 
per cent to 6 per cent dividends paid 
by the new 
regional 
banks on the 
stock held by member banks." 
Bristow's 
attack was based on a 
rule of Jefferson's manual of parlia- 
mentary practice that a senator should 
not V9te on legislation in which he 
was directly interested. Bristow read 
a newspaper clipping that purported 
to quote Senator Owen as saying he 
had taken stock in a new National 
bank to be established in St. Louis. 
Mr. Owen retorted that 
Bristow's 
charges were false and ridiculous." 
Senator Owen said twenty-four years 
ago he helped to organize a little bank 
in Oklahoma, that he still owned stock 
in the bank and "will own it until 1 
die." 
"The allegations that my action on 
this bill were influenced by the own- 
ership of stock in that little bank are 
ridiculous." he said, "more than (hat. 
they are false, and the senator knows 
they are false." 
Mr. Bristow wound up by taking a 
fling at the recent dissolution of the 
American Telegraph 
and 
Telephone 
Company. 
"The attorney general has been able 
to send up the market price of the 
telephone stock at a jumn," he de- 
clared. "He could send it down again 
just as quickly. With the power the 
attorney general has under the laws 
which he assumed to control and the 
power of the secretary of the -treas- 
ury will have under this new banking 
system, we will have a centralization 
of power under democratic adminis- 
tration that Alexander Hamilton would 
have blushed to assume." 


The administration currency bill en- 
tered the last stages of its" passage 
when the senate met at 10 o'clock this 
morning to take up the conference re- 
port which already had been delayed 
twenty-four hours by difficulties in the 
house. 


Backed by the overwhelming demo- 
cratic majority of the house the bill 
came to the senate for what leaders 
confidently 
expected 
was the last 
time, with the agreement upon all 
disouted points approved by the lower 
body. H remained for the senate to 
act upon the compromises which had 
been effected between the conference 
managers of the two houses. 
The democratic majority in the sen- 
ate seemed to be working smoothly 
and the leaders expectet to see the 
bill finally nerossed and on its way to 
the White House for President Wil- 


son's signature before night. All the' 
changes made by the conference man- 
agers were agreeable to the presidnt, 
and it was understood in offiiial cir- 
cles that he would accompany his sig- 
nature with some sort of a statement 
to the country. 


ESTABLISHES SCHOOL 


FOR HOUSEWORKERS 


San Francisco Girl Opens School To 


Make House 'Servants 
Efficient 


and To Uplift Their 


Work.

San 
Francisco, 
Dec. 23.—In 
San 
Francisco is a slip of a girl who has 
started out single-handed to solve the 
problem of the serving-maid. She is 
Mary Rouillet, and she was graduated 
from Columbia University in Febru- 
ary, 1913. 
Miss Rouillet intends to 
create a demand for efficient house- 
work specialists, and then supply that 
demand. Her plan if successful, will 
raise the standard of domestic service 
to the rank 
of such professions as 
stenography, 
nursing 
or 
teaching. 
That the long hours and social stigma 
attaching 
to household work, from 
the 
servant's 
standpoint, are what 
keep many girls from making it their 
means 
of living 
is Miss Roulett's 
theory. By making the work an hon- 
orable profession she believes it will 
not only better, but attract a better 
class of girls. 


Before she 
began supplying spec- 
ialists in household 
work, however, 
there had to be a demand for spec- 
ialists. It was when she realized this 
that Miss Rouillett opened her School 
for 
Household 
Mistresses. 
Pretty, 
slight 
and 
smiling, and just a. few 
months past her own school days, she 
explains daily to a class of thirty so- 
ciety women the mysteries of "Effici- 
ent 
Household Engineering." 
Tlie 
•itudents are 
taught how to add up 
grocery bills, the science of cookery, 
the difference between good and unde- 
sirable cuts of meat, household book- 
keeping—in short, the whole theory 
of 
good 
housekeeping. The course 
consists of three lessons weekly for 
.ive months. 
Mary Rouillett is the 
whole faculty 
for 
this - school 
for 
Household Mistresses. In conjunction 
with the mistresses' school there is 
also an educational institution to fur- 
nish elementary and advanced instruc- 
tion for girls. Though this school has 
only been established two months, it 
already has twenty pupils. They are 
taught 
cooking, 
serving, 
sewing, 
'movement economy" 
and scientific 
sweeping. Mary Rouillet is the entire 
'acuity of this school, too. 


Briefly, Miss Rouillett is trying to 
msh the business of housekeeping in- 
to its proper place, with other lines 
of business, with reference to special- 
izaton and 
efficiency. 
She hopes— 


and says she will—put tlie housemaid 
on a social and business level with 
other business and professional wom- 
en. 
Backing her up in her work is 
:he Woman's Outdoor League of San 
Francisco, with a membership which 
reads like the social blue-book of the 
city. Mary Rouillett would rather talk 
diatetics, nroteins 
and efficient 
en- 
gineering than dancing and week end 
parties. ''It is my ambition," she said 
with the devout expression of Mussul- 
man speaking at Mecca, "to visit some 
day the Parisian school of the Cordon 
Bleu. 
Their famous chefs teach the 


prospective 
housemaid how to cook 
and what 
efficiency means. 
Yes, I 
:\now it is a, big job for one girl, but 
I am 
confident of winning out. 
It 
keeps me 
tremendously busy, but t 
would rather do it than anything I 
know of.." 


Across the front of the school which 
occupies an eight-room apartment are 
two 
large, 
sunny rooms. 
A piano, 
pianola, 
magazines and easy chairs 
make them a cozy lounging club. The 
girls are allowed the use of these 
rooms free. Then there are two bed- 
rooms, spick span and "efficient," a 
modern kitchen, a combination sew- 
ing and dining room and lastly a lab- 
oratory 
with eight 
gas-plates 
and 
adorned with colored diagrams show- 
ing values and other fearsome looking 
scientific paraohernalia. Miss Rouillett. 
'.s a Philadelphia girl, and new to the 
west. She runs her 
establishment 
without beln and knows few people ex- 
tent professionals. "I hope later," she 
said, "to have resident girls—experts 
—so that when someone needs a maid 
;n an emergency she can call on us 
-md feel sure that the right girl will 
be sent to her."

Berlin, Dec. 23.—An agreement for 
the construction of two railroads in 
China by German engineers who are 
to utilize purely German material and 
German capital was signed today by 
the Chinese foreign minister and the 
German minister to China at Pekin. 
The first line is to run from Kaomi, 
near Kiaochow, on the Shantung rail- 
ay, southward to Hanel]wang, where

Tientsien-Pukow railway crosses 
the grand canal. The second line is 
to extend the Shantung railway from 
its terminus at Tsienan to Shunteh, 
on the Hankow railway. 
The cost of the two undertakings 
is estimated at from $17,500,000 to 
$20,000,000.

and summoned a physician. Then for 
the first time it became known that 
for three years she had, for the love 
of the man, existed in a tiny quarter 
of the office partitionvl off as a com- 
bination sleeping, 
living room and 
kitchen. 
Couch for years had snent most 


of his time in his office. 
The Brance 
woman says she loved him devotedly, 
that he returned her Jove, and that 
their relations dated 
back 
fifteen 
vears, when she, as a book agent, 
chanced to call on him. 


FRESH ERUPTIONS 


BURY PART OF ISLE 


Early Dispatches From Ambrim Re- 


port Five Hundred Natives Killed 


With Lava Overflow.

Paris,

3.—Fresh 
eruptions 
have caused further 
destruction of 


life among the natives of the island of 
Ambrim in the New Hebrides group, 
according to a report received today 
at the French ministry of marine from 
the captain of the French gunboat 
Kersaint on his arrival at Noumea, 
New Caledonia. 
Dips Point on the western coast of 
the island, has been buried beneath 
a heavy fall of cinders and many of 
its inhabitants are missing. Two lo- 
cal 
steamers rescued 300 
natives. 


N"o Europeans or 
Americans 
have 
been injured or killed. 
Earlier dis- 
patches estimated the loss 
of 
life 
among the natives at live hundred..

23.—Tlie Chinese 
government today cabled to its repre- 
sentatives abroad to urge the powers 
to agree to Russia's proposal that all 
foreign troops 
should be withdrawn 


from the province of Chi-Li including 
the legation guards, the regiment at 
Tientsin and the troops guarding the 
railway. 


Not Favored. 
Washington Dec. 23.—The proposal 
to withdraw the international forces 
from China has at no time met with 
favor among

here.

Minister Reinsch recently conveyed to 
the state department, of Russia the 
proposal for withdrawal of troops, offi-

Cleveland, Dee. 
23.—When 
Cleve- 
landers a.woke today the stage was 
set for one of the greatest public cele- 
brations the city has ever known. The 
celebration is to be known as Com- 
munity Christmas and Cleveland has 
the honor of being one ol the first big 
cities in the country to inaugurate the 
idea. 
A Christmas tree almost fifty feet 
high, decorated profusely with toys 
and various electric bulbs, has been 
placed on the big Public Square in 
the center of the city. Band stands 
have been erected about it and tonight 
the ceremonies will start. 
The object of the Community Christ- 
mas is to combine the activities of 
various 
charitable organizatons and 
make the giving of Christmas cheer to 
the poor and needy a matter of civic 
duty. 
Jn the 
past 
the Associated 
Charities, Salvation Army, Volunteers 
of America and other charitable so- 
cieties have separately ministered to 
the needy. 
This year a committee of thirty-five 
prominent citizens 
including Mayor 
Baker and Lieutenant Governor Green- 
land, took charge of all charitable ac- 
tivities and they boast that not a per- 
son in this city of over 600,000 souls 
will be-without a good meal and warm 
clothing -on- Christmas Day. •- - - 


A unique method of raising funds 
was devised. 
A few weeks ago all 
the downtown stores placed on sale 
shares of stock in the Community 
Christmas Company. The shares sold 
for $1.00 each. 
The certificates were made out in 
due legal form. They stated the Com- 
munity Christmas Company would re- 
turn the original investment with in- 
terest, not in money, but in satisfac- 
tion—a feeling that your investment 
had gone to make some unfortunate 
person or family happy on the day on 
which was declared "Peace on Earth 
and Good Will to Men." The stock 
sold, even beyond the expectations of 
some of the most enthusiastic back- 
ers. 


On Christmas Eve a great canvas 
screen will be spread at one side of 
the Public Square and upon it will be 
thrown the 
words 
of patriotic and 
Yule 
Tide songs. 
There 
will 
be 
speeches and bands about the Christ- 
inas tree, while an elaborate program 
has been arranged by various singing 
societies. 


There has been established a holi- 
day "clearing house" and Clevelanders 
have been asked to send the names of 
needy families to the committee in 
charge, which will prepare the lists 
sent in, eliminate duplications and see 
that every needy person in the city is 
siiDclied with food and clothing. 
The tree will be lighted nightly until 
New Year. On New Year Eve another 
celebration will take place which is 
expected 
to replace the 
hilarious 
scenes in cafes and hotels which have 
characterized the observance of holi- 
days in previous years.

Clinton, Dec. 23.—That a Janesville 
girl is concerned in 
the 
case of 
Charles Dienzer, owner of the Hotel 
Clinton, who pleaded 
guilty to 
the 
charge of selling liquor to a minor, 
v^iirt Lester, and was fined in the m;i- 
nicjpal court at 
Janesville 
several 
weeks ago, was brought out in the ac- 
tion for the 
revocation of Dlenzer's 
license which was argued before the 
village board here last evening 
The 
board by a vote of 4 to 2, refused to 
revoke the license, but it is hinted 
that the temperance forces who art- 
pushing the case will take an appeal 
to the circuit court where they will 
petition for a writ of mandamus re- 
qiunng the village clerk to close 'up 
iJienzer's place. 


All Clinton is aroused over the case 
which is one of the biggest sensations 
in the history 
of the 
village. 
The 
village hall was crowded long before 
seven-thirty 
Monday 
evenins 
aud 
there was a large crowd 
gatherpd 
about tne door, unable to get inside. 
President A. E. Monroe of the village 
board, presided at the session with As- 
semblyman C. D. Rosa of Beloit, ap- 
pearing for the board and the temper- 
ance forces, and Attorneys E H Pet- 
erson and M. O. Mouat of Janesville 
for Dienzer. 


The Rev. A. W. Triggs, pastor of 
the Methodist church, was the com- 
plainant in the case petitioning . for 
the revocation of Dienzer's license 
According to the facts 
which were 
gone over again in the hearing last 
night, young Lester secured a pint of 
port wine from Dienzer one evening 
some weeks ago and took it. to the 
kitchen of the hotel where he was 'd°- 
veloping pictures with several other 
young persons, among them a Janes- 
ville young lady. It is reported that 
the girl drank some of the wine and 
later in the evening became quite, ill 
and was taken to the home of n'er un- 
cle in Clinton. Dienzer's prosecution 
on the charge of selling 
liquor to a 
minor followed. He'pleaded guilty in 
Judge Maxfield's court and paid 
Mie 
minimum fine on the recommendation 
of the district attorney. 
The temperance element in Clinton 
was hardly satisfied with this settle- 
ment and began the action for revoca- 
tion of the license, but werp defeated 
as a result of the hearing before the 
council last night. 
; 


Dienzer's attorneys introduced evi- 
dence to show that Lester was a man 
who would be taken 
for twenty-one 
years or older by the average person, 
several prominent Clinton residents 
be'ns called to testify. 
Counsel also 
pointed out that the fact that Dienzer 
plead guilty to the charge in order to 
avoid litieation and expense, did, not 
necessarily make him a law-breaker 
and that the council 
should ' take 
these matters into consideration? 
Residents here seem evenly divided 
as to their opinions of the case, al- 
thought Disnzer is known to have a 
large following. Never before has the 
village been F.O stirred up over 
the 
liquor question. The 
charges that 
the Anti-Saloon League is concerning 
itself in the case, have ho't teen sub- 
stantiated. 
There are four licensed 
saloons in Clinton at the present time.

REASSESSMENT SUIT 


MAY BE FOUGHT OUT 


IN MADISON COURT 


District Attorney Dunwiddie Plans to 


Petition for Writ of Mandamus 


Ordering State to Pay. 


According to present 
plans 
Dis- 
trict Attorney Stanley Dunwiddie will 
begin an action in the circuit court 
for Dane county petitioning 
for 
a 
writ, of mandamus ordering the state 
treasurer to pay to Rock county the 
sum of S3,000, the cost of the Janes- 
ville reassessment, which was with- 
held by the state officials from funds 
belonging to Rock county. 
Mr. Dunwiddie was at Madison yes- 
terday for a conference with the at- 
torney general on the case, and came 
to the conclusion that the mandamus 
action -would be the better course to 
pursxie as the original plan of placing 
the facts directly before the supreme 
court would meet with several diffi- 
culties. 
The city will be called upon to be 
a party to the action and the case will 
probably be presented jointly by the 
city and county attorneys. The city 
of Janesville refused to stand for the 
reassessment cost and the item- was 
included in the special state levies 
against the city 
in 
the 
1912 tax 
budget. The city still refused to pay 
and filed an affidavit with the county 
treasurer setting forth their nation, 
and the county treasurer certified the 
facts of.the case in his returns to the 
state treasurer. 
As a 
result the 
state withheld the amount with inter- 
est from the auto license funds which 
were'due Rock county last summer 
and which would have been turned in- 
to the county highway repair fund. 
As a result of the plate's move the 
repair fund was seriously 
depleted 
this year. 
The matter was broucht before the 
county board at the November ses- 
sion and the district attorney was 
ordered to proceed 
to 
collect the 
money in such a manner as was best 
in his judgment. Mr. Dunwiddie has 
maintained that the county's case is 
with the st.Eite of Wisconsin and in. 
no way with the city, and the proce- 
dure whk'h will be started at Madi- 
son will be with that idea in view.

do not contain nitrogen.

feeds do not contain enough protein, 
we are obliged to purchase such feeds

series of articles is written) is plan- 
ning to devote some of his time dur- 
ing these winter months to a serious 
study of conditions on his farm in an 
effort to get the maximum returns for 
his time, labor and money invested. 
He has begun to use the the scales 
and the Babcock test in the effort to 
prove which of his cows are profitable 
for him to keep. His first problem will 
be to so feed his and care for his 
cows that he may be sure they are 
producing all they are capable of pro- 
ducing before he will be able to de-, 
cide which ones are profitable. 


"What is the best feed for dairly 
cows?" is a very common question. 


The answer is by no means simple. 
It reminds one of the old lady who 
was asked 
for her recipe 
for- corn 


bread. .She. replied,'"Well, you take 
a yaller bowl and a pinch of salt and 
use your jedgement." The liberal use 
of jugment is the one thing necessary 
in the man who would feed his cows 
successfully. He must know, first, the 
needs of the cow, and second, the 
nature of different feeds. 


C. C. Hayden, 
first 
assistant 
in 
dairy husbandry of the University of 
Illinois, says: 
"The man who is to 


become a successful feeder must be 
willing to spend time and energy in 
studying 
the 
details of these sub- 
jects." 
The cow is a business part- 
ner not easily defrauded. 
If she is 
the right kind of a cow, supplied with 
the proper materials, she will return 
a just amount of product, and if prop- 
er feed and care are witheld, she will 
withhold the desired product." 


Food 
of the 
right kind arid the 
proper 
amount is absolutely neces- 


sary to get the returns for which the 
dairyman 
labors—milk and 
butter 
lat m paying quantity. 
There is no 
short and definite' answer to be given 
to the query, "What is the best feed " 
for there isn't any best feed. Condi- 
tions on farms vary, and what may be 
profitable for one farmer, may not 
be profitable for his neighbor. 


To quote again from Mr. Hayden— 
'The best we can do is to put into the 
hands 
of the 
feeder 
the methods 
whereby he can work out these prob- 
lems for himself, and the sooner he 
realizes this fact, the beter it will be 
lor his bank account. 
("The proper 


use of the head saves both muscle 
and money.") 


To give .these methods will be the 
aim of this and succeeding papers, and 
it will be the purpose of the writer 
to present the matter as clearly and 
simply as possible. Bearing in mind 
the statement of the editor of Hoard's 
Dairyman, "that many farmers do not 
take his paper because they cannot 
understand it," it shall be my aim to 
explain all technical terms used and 
present if possible-the A. B. C.'s of the 
feeding 
proposition. 
If this seems 


simple 
to any 
of my readers, let 


them remember this part is not for 
them, but for the "other fellow," not 
so fortunate as themselves, 


Before we can feed any animal with 


the 
intelligence 
the problem 
de- 


mands we must understand the chem- 
ical composition of feeds. 
(This is a 


matter now taught in our graded and 
rural schools as well as in the agri- 
cultural course in the high 
schools, 


but many farmers have not had the 
advantage of such schooling.) ,We 
must also have clearly in mind what 
is the purpose of the various elements 
in teed.

building in''the world. The dome re- 
echoes all sounds as if the upper space 
were tenanted 
by a celestial choir, 
chanting an endless requiem to this 
ideal and idyllic, union both in life and 
death.
